WHEREAS, doubts have arisen respecting the legality and regularity of the 
proceedings of the town council leading up to said election, and respecting 
the legality and regularity of the notioe of said election, and respecting the 
the legality and regularity of the proposition submitted and respecting the 
legality and regularity of the form of ballot used at said election and re­
specting the regularity and legality of all subsequent proceedings of said 
counoil relative to said matter and respeoting the authority of said council 
in said matter; therefore, 

Be it enacted by the General A88embly of the State of Iowa: 
SECTION 1. Legalized and validated-pending litigation. That the 

proceedings of the council of the inoorporated town of Alta, Iowa, concern­
ing and providing for the submission of said proposition, the notice of the 
submission thereof, the form of ballot used at said election and the said 
proposition and all propositions combined therein and all prooeedings 
of the town council haa with' reference to said matter before and after 
the submission of said proposition therein are hereby legalized and validated 
&8 fully and completely as though the law had been teohnioally complied 
with in every respect. But nothing herein shall be construed to affect pend­
ing litigation.

AN ACT to legalize the Incorporation of the town of Arnolds Park, Dickinson county, 
Iowa, the notice. of election and the election of its officers. 

WHEREAS, Doubts have arisen as to the legality of the incorporation of 
the town of Arnolds Park, Dickinson county. Iowa, tp-e notioes of election 
and the election of its officers, therefore, 

Be it enacted by the General ASsembly 01 the State of Iowa: 

SECTION 1. Valid and binding-pending litigation. That the incor­
poration of the town of Arnolds Park, Dickinson oounty, Iowa; the notices 
of election; election of its officers and all acts done by the commissioners in 
the inoorporation and election of the officers of said town, are hereby legal­
ized and the same deolared valid and binding the same as ,though they had 
in all respects been in strict compliance with the law, it being provided how­
ever that this act shall in no manner affect pending litigation.

CHAPTER 005. 
ISSUE OF BONDS BY TOWN OF DEEP RIVER. 

B. F. 246-

AN ACT to legaUze the issuing of bonds to the amount of thlrtv·three hundred dollars 
($3,300) by the incorporated town of Deep River, Poweshlek, Iowa. 

WHEREAS, the incorporated town of Deep River, Poweshiek oounty, Iowa, 
did on the 31st day of March, 1902, hold an election and vote the issuance 
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of bonds of said town to the amount of six thousand dollars ($6,000) for the 
establishment of a system of water works, and 

WHEREAS, said amount was in excess of the amount authorized by law, , 
and . 

WHEREAS, in pursuance of said election only thirty-three hundred dollars 
($3,300) of said bonds were issued, this amount being six per cent. of the 
assessed valuation of said town and within the amount authorized by law; 
therefore, 

Be it enacted. by tI,e General A88embly of the State of Iowa: 

SECTION 1. Water works bonds legaUzed-pending litigation. 
That the said bonds of the incorporated town of Deep River, Poweshiek 
oounty, Iowa, in the sum of thirty-three hundred dollars ($3,800) already 
issued for the establishment of a system of water works in said town are 
hereby legalized, validated and given the same foroe and effeot as if they had 
been issued in oompliance with law in every respeot; but nothing herein shall 
be so construed as to affect pending litigation. 

SEC. 2. In effect. This act, being deemed of immediate importance, 
shall take effeot and be in force from and after its publioation in the Regis­
ter and Leader and the Montezuma Republican, newspapers published at 
Des Moines, la., and Montezuma, la., respectively, said publioation to be 
without expense to the state.

assessments levied thereunder; now therefore, 

Be it enacted b!1 tI,e General AS8embly of the State of Iowa: 

SECTION 1. Resolutions legalized-pending litigation. That all 
resolutions heretofore passed and adopted by the oity council of the city of 
Dubuque, in the state of Iowa, relating to the improvement of streets and 
alleys of said city, and which were not signed by the mayor and attested by 
the recorder of said oity, are hereby legalized to the extent that they are and 
shall be as legal and of the same force and effect as though the said resolu­
tions had been properly signed by such mayor and attested by said recorder, 
and each and all acts of the officers and proceedings of the oouncil of said 
city pursuant to such resolutions, and based thereon, are hereby legalized W . 
the extent that the same force and effect shall be given thereto as if such 
resolutions had been properly Rigned by the mayor and attested by the 
recorder. This act shall in no way affect pending litigation. 
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
